An Act 10 amend the ^Industrial Disputes “(Appellate Tribunal) 

Act, 1950. 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixth Year of the Republic Of 
India as follows- — 


1. This Act may be called the Industrial Disputes (Appellate Shwt 
Tribunal) Amendment Act 1955.

(3) Where any proceeding i,-' transferred lo an nidus trial 
tiibunal under this section, the industrial tribunal may, 
subject to any special directions in the order of transfei-, 
proceed either de noi'o or trom the stage at which it was 
transferred, and shall dispose of the proceeding as if ul were 
a pr(»cecding under section 33 or, as the case may be, section 
33 A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, and the provisions ^ 
of that Act shall apply accordingly, 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in section 7, no appeal 
shall lie to the Appellate Tribunal from anv order or award 
or an industrial tribunal made in any proceeding transferred 
to it under this sectinn ",
